Thoſe whom I have explained before that are not in- 
ſerted in the Book of Life, cannot be conſidered deſerters, 
never being enlifted in the ſervice of God, conſequently are 
reared up in the ſervice of Satan, from their infant ſtate — 
This is the tate of every deſerter or mortal ſinner ! But 
for a moment conſider the unbounded mercies, indulgence 
and tender compaſſion of our great God, who views and

v. And the ſoldiers likewiſe demanded of him, ſaying, And 
what ſhall we do? And he ſaid unto them, Do violence to 


no man, neither accuſe any falſely, and be content with your 


wages. Thoſe parts of the commandments you may keep: 
to be content with your. wages, and to accuſe none falſely, 


either in obedience to God or in dread of puniſhment. As to 
do violence to no. man, that power of acting you have 
relinquiſhed or ſold unto Cæſar, by receiving his money 


with the impreſſion of his head and name on it, of courſe 


it becomes Cæſar's will, and not yours, or the endleſs agents 


under him, at whoſe diſpoſal you are to lead into captivity, 
ſtab, or kill him, or thoſe, whom you never ſaw, or-that 
never gave you the ſmalleſt offence: in ſhort, by this, you 


diveſt yourſelf of the intention of your creation, totally de- 


priving yourſelf of freedom of action, given by God, equal 


alike to mankind—eonſequently the power of diſcerning be- 


twcen good and eviltotally loft, at leaft the practical part.— 
Let your guide be what he may, a follower of Chriſt, or 


a follower of Satan—that is the blind leading the blind ; if a 


follower of Chriſt, he will loſe his life for you; not for 
ſpoil or any earthly emolument, the chief object of the now 


exiſting generation, plead what exeuſes they may but if x 


follower of Satan, an hireling, he will flee according to the 
parable ſpoke by Jeſus in St. John, X. ch. 11 v. I am the 
good ſhepherd: the good ſhepherd giveth his life for the 
ſheep. But he that is a hireling, and not the ſhepherd, whoſe 
own the ſheep are not, ſeeth the wolf coming, and leaveth 
the ſheep, and fleeth; and the wolf catcheth them, and 
ſcattereth tae ſheep.
